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DETAILED ACTION 
PROSECUTION REOPENED: 

Prosecution is reopened based on the following rejections. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims19-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Specifically, Applicant specification does not 
support the range of "greater than 100 seem" for the hydrogen precursor. Applicant's 
specification does exemplifies the range of "50-500 seem" for the hydrogen precursor. 
However values greater than 500 seem are not supported. Furthermore the criticality of 
the endpoint of great than 100 seem is not shown or demonstrated. Applicant has 
previously stated that support for the flow rates comes from page 26 lines 1-8. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed November 24, 2008 have been fully considered. The 
Examiner has withdrawn the rejections based on Applicant's arguments. However the 
Examiner raises a new 35 U.S.C. 112 1st paragraph rejection with respect to the claims. 
More specifically support for the range "greater than 100 seem" for the hydrogen 
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precursor has been raised as discussed above. It should be noted that Applicant's 
specification does exemplifies the range of "50-500 seem" for the hydrogen precursor. 
However values greater than 500 seem are not supported. Furthermore the criticality of 
the endpoint of great than 1 00 seem is not shown or demonstrated. Applicant has 
previously stated that support for the flow rates comes from page 26 lines 1-8. It should 
be noted that previous to adding the range limitation of "greater than 100 seem" the 
claims were rejected over Papasouliotis et al. '745 and '290.
